On  Wednesday,  Jan.  29, 
1986  Pi  Pi  Rho  celebrated  its 
20th  anniversary.  On  that  date 
20  years  earlier,  eight  young 
men  met  with  Dean  Eldred,  Dr. 
Vernon  Caine,  pres.  of  the  col- 
lege and  benefactor.  Prof. 
Charles  Barlow  to  create  a  new 
society  for  those  men  on  cam- 
pus who  did  not  fit  into  the  rigid 
ties  of  the  other  men's  societ- 
ies. When  in  the  process  of 
creating  this  new  society  they 
came  across  documents  of  a 
society  which  had  been  in  exis- 
tence from  1929-1933.  The  so- 
ciety's name  was  Pi  Pi  Rho.  This 
group  of  men  in  1966  decided  to 
refound  this  society  and  follow 
many  of  the  same  principles  set 
down  in  1929.

Rho  is  a  firmly  established  and 
well-respected  literary  society. 
The  eight  refounders  of  Pi  Pi 
Rho  in  1966  had  no  idea  how 
successful  their  efforts  would 
be. 

in  a  small  ceremony  to 
commemorate  this  event,  twen- 
ty active  members  of  Pi  Pi  Rho, 
four  alumni  including  two  re- 
founders  and  Dean  Eldred  met 
for  an  evening  of  food,  fellow- 
ship, and  brotherhood.  Short 
speeches  were  delivered  by 
refounders  Tom  Rowland  '67 
and  Patrick  Kennedy  '67,  alum- 
nus Steve  Bordner  '77  and  Dean 
Eldred.  Also  in  attendance  was 
alumnus  Bob  Moore  '80.  These 
distinguished  gentlemen  de- 
scribed the  group  of  refounders 
as  a  group  of  truly  exceptional 


men,  all  of  whom  entered  the 
teaching  profession  as  either 
professors,  teachers  or 
coaches.  This  group  of  eight 
men  set  a  goal  of  founding  a 
society  which  would  attract  a 
wide  range  of  students  bonded 
together  with  friendship  and 
brotherhood.  Despite  many  dif- 
ficulties their  efforts  have  prov- 
en to  be  very  successful. 

All  those  in  attendance  are 
looking  forward  to  the  main 
celebration  of  the  20th  anniver- 
sary which  will  be  held  in  May  at 
the  society's  annual  lovefeast.

A  '46  graduate  of  the  U  of  1,  Brooks  came  to  IC 
after  working  as  an  assistant  coach  at  JHS  for  a 
year.  He  returned  to  the  U  of  1  in  '47  to  work  on  his 
master's  degree  and  that  same  year  accepted  an 
assistant  football  coaching  position  at  IC  under  Al 
Miller. 

He  was  named  head  football  coach  at  IC  in  '56, 
succeeding  Miller. 

Brooks'  stay  at  the  College  has  been  the 
longest  of  any  football  coach  at  the  school  which 
began  playing  football  in  1891.  His  30  years  as  head 
Football  coach  rank  him  near  the  top  of  football 
coaches  in  terms  of  service  to  one  institution. 

He  has  been  the  athletic  director  since  '56  and 
head  baseball  coach  since  '47.  He  also  has 
coached  basketball  and  is  credited  with  starting  the 
ivrestling  and  swimming  programs  at  IC.  Swimming 
has  since  been  discontinued  at  the  College. 

'It  was  a  tough  decision,"  said  Brooks.  "1  just 
told  the  (football)  team  that  everything  has  to  come 
to  an  end.  I  have  always  enjoyed  the  athletes  here 
and  my  relationship  with  them.  "

"1  really  don't  know  yet  what  I  will  do,  "  he  said. 
"I  love  to  travel,  and  there  are  a  lot  of  streams  1 
haven't  Fished  yet  and  a  lot  of  trails  1  haven't 
walked.  1  also  want  to  watch  my  grandchildren  grow 
up.  ' 

Brooks  admits  there  have  been  peaks  and 
valleys  through  the  years  but  the  good  times  have 
far  outweighed  the  bad.  He  sees  a  bright  future  for 
IC  athletics. 

Bill  Merris  said,  "It  will  be  a  difficult  period  for 
IC  athletics  without  Joe  Brooks.  The  good  thing 
about  Joe  is  that  he  always  had  a  good  sense  of 
humor  and  the  players  that  played  for  him  had  a 
deep  personal  affection  for  him.  There  is  nobody 
I  know  of  who  is  more  popular  with  IC  alumni  than 
Joe  Brooks.  " 

IC  President  Mundinger  also  had  high  praise 
for  Brooks. 

"Joe  Brooks  is  a  fine  gentleman,  a  fine  coach, 
a  fine  developer  of  young  people.  He  is  an  astute 
student,  both  of  football  and  of  baseball.  He 
coached  to  help  young  people,  not  to  help  the 
College  or  himself.  He  enjoys  the  respect  and 
affection  of  our  alumni  and  of  his  colleagues  in  the 
profession.  His  shoes  will  be  hard  to  fill.  " 

Joe's  teams  were  always  respected  and  he  got 
much  from  their  talent.  He  leaves  a  legacy  of  good 
will,  pride  and  respect,  "  Dr.  Mundinger  said.
